Principle Involved in 
Hudson’s Bay Assessment 


Against an assessment of $4,799,550 for the thousand acres or 
thereabout which it holds right in the heart of the city of Edmonton, 
the Hudson’s Bay Land Co. | lodges an appeal which the solicitor for 
the company threatens to carry to a higher court. 

Without going into technicalities or details of the assessment, 
there is a principle here involved which the present appeal brings 
out very strongly. 

The land held by the company is not held for the purpose of 
benefitting Edmonton, but for the purpose of making a profit by the 
enhancement created in the value of unimproved land through the 
industry and enterprize of others. 

Every mile of street railway, every wire and every foot of sewer 
and water main installed in the city of Edmonton increases the value 
of the Hudson Bay holdings, yet the construction cost of these utili- 
ties are paid for out of the fixed charges against the service, not one 
dollar being taken from the land tax levied against the Hudson’s Bay 
in common with all other land holders. 

As most of the other land holders are Edmontonians, and there- 
fore regular patrons of the utilities, while the stockholders of the 
Hudson’s Bay Land Company are not residents and by the very 
nature of things cannot be counted upon to ever become patrons of 
the utilities, any assessment which applies to the Hudson’s Bay land 
exactly as it does to all other land within the city cannot be anything 
but magnanimous to that company. 

Rather than having grounds for complaint against the assess- | 
ment, the Hudson's Bay Land Company has reason to thank the 
citizens of Edmonton for handing them an increased value created 
through enormous enterprize in civic utilities, for the construction 
and maintenance of which the company is not asked to contribute a 
cent. 


Basis Required for 
Street Railway Extension 


When, in discussing street railway extension at the amalgama- 
tion committee meeting, Solicitor O. M. Biggar says that extensions 
should be made only on a fixed basis he puts his finger exactly on 
the spot. 

In order to make a street railway pay expenses it must have a 
population along the line. The number of residents per mile required 
to guarantee operation and fixed charges can be figured by a street 
railway man to a nicety. 

A plan adopted now calling for a complete system to be con- 
structed as the settlement of the districts proposed to be served war- 
rants would cover the case and would leave no room for a demand 
for special privileges. 

Such a plan is already on file somewhere in the city offices, hav- 
ing been furnished by Mr. Taylor when he was superintendent of the 
street railway. 

A reference to it at this time and the adoption of a basis of ex- 
tension might furnish the solution.

“No person sball occupy as a dwell- 
ing place a tent or building apparently 
intended as a temporary building un- 
less there shall have been issued in 
respect of such tent or building a li- 
eense under this bylaw nor unless 
there shall be continuously exposed 
Upon @ conspicusus part of such tent 
or building’ a tag or plate on whieh ap- 
pears in legible and conspicuous fig- 
ures the number of the tent or build- 
ing as designated in the license and 
the letters E. HW. B., indicating that the 
said tag or plate has been issued under 
the authorily of the board of health of 
the city of Edmonton.
